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The following is a copy of the 
argument Mr. Kenner, President of 
National Association of the Deaf, 
presented to the New York State As- 
sembly in session at Albany. 

In urging you to vote for the fol- 
lowing Hills, Senate Numbers: INT. 
1589, Print 1928; INT. 1770, Print 
2191; and INT. 1771, Print 2192, 
2413, passed by the Senate on April 
22, 1936, your respectful attention 
is directed to part of an address 
delivered by the present President of 
the National Association of the Deaf, 
at its convention of 1920. Condi- 
tions then existing among the deaf 
and hard of hearing are even more 
true today. 

I think we all must feel a sense 
of pride as we contemplate with 
satisfaction the marvelous strides 
which our beloved country has 
made in the matter of general kind 
garten training. The pratical ad- 
vantage of maintaining centers for 
the benefit of all children, irres- 
pective of class or station, is now 
nixed as the part of wisdom. 
Common sense dictates that the 
education of children is not a 
matter that can be left to chance. 
Early preparation afttimee signifies 

half the battle won. 

Now what holds true of normal 

children, who at least have the 
advantage of unconscious education 

gained through the ears, must apply 
with still greater force to our little 
deaf friends who not on\v "hang 

around," but in the majority of 
cases entei their cduc.itiln.il pel lo.l 
(if at all) with minds stunted in 

growth. Thus, riKht at the start, 

the deal child is not only at a dis- 
advantage, but is not even subject to 
the general compulsory laws. 

I maintain that it is not so much 

their deal mutism pei se as tb, 

in which tends to 

arrest their mental development. To 

what would von ascrible the back- 
ward mentality of tome of tb, 
(as compared with normal children 
of same age) If not to that unfortun- 
ate period ot mental inactivity? The 

solution of course is to semi them to 

school earlVi "a consummation de- 

voutedlv to be wislud lor." Hut, also 
we must reckon with parents and 

guardians, many of whom through 
Ignorance or other causes persist in 

ting their children at home. 
The difficulty is that manv have 

no means of ascertaining a child's 

dialncss dining its infant veais. Or, 
if they do, I should think they are 
loath to admit it, preferring to cod- 
dle the little one a little longer, 
lured on perhaps by this ot that 
probable teinedv, until the] 
rudely reminded that it's getting 
late. Manv instances of delayed 
education, due to these causes, can 

be cited. Worse still, there is the 
one who finally recognising that 
the child is deaf, aftur all, hesitates 
as to the pi urse to pursue 

and wonders if there is :inv edn 
tion Institution" in existence that 
will receive it tlymgh wav past the 

kindergarten stayre. 

\nd now behold the incongruous 
spectacle of state institutions for the 

deaf actually advertising for such 
casesl I am sure jroo must realize 
how inconsitent this arrang e ment, 

or rather lack of it, must be Shall 
the child's future welfare, depen- 
dent on its education, hang on the 
caprice of Time, until the ad 
tisement ol some institution for the 
deaf finally attracts the parent's eve? 
Shall it be left to sentiment and the 

deaultorj vacillation of certain 
guardians who settle down to com- 
placement acceptance ottheil child's 
fate? 

I do nol for a moment dept, 

the able work pet toi med by our insti- 
tutions for the deaf, but they are I 
tainly not in a position to pry into 
people's homes to locate possible 

I ot deafness. 1 submit that It 
the province of the Q know 



who and where its deaf-mute child- 
ren are. Hospitals for the sick do 
not advertise for patients State in- 
stitutions for the deaf ought not. 
Census reports will not be able to 
accomplish much in bringing to 
light the desired information, for the 
reason that they are far between, 
lack accuracy, and parents do not 
always care to divulge vital facts on 
which they are sensitive. What, then 
is the remedy? 

Let us urge uniform state legis- 
lative enactment whereby all physi- 
cians and medical practitioners be re- 
quired to report to the State Board 
of Education, each and every case of 
deafness among children 6 years of 
age and under, met with in the course 
of their practise. Failure to make 
such a report within one month after 
its discovery should be penalized. 
After the State Board of Kducation 
(or other suitable agency) shall have 
obtained all the required information, 
on blanks specially designed for this 
purpose, it shall communicate the 
ntial facts to the local board of 
education or nearest school for the 
deaf, who in turn should notify the 
patents with regard to the child's 

requirements, and co-operate in its 

preliminary training to the extent of 

sending qualified visiting teachers 

to its home when necessarv. It 
should further be the duty of the 
State Hoard ot Education (or its 

agency) to obtain a semi annual 
report from the local authorities as to 

what has been accomplished educa- 
tionally for each deaf child on its 
records, until finally disposed of. 
Such a law would not alone benefit 
the children themselves, but also be 

of immeasurable value to that noble 
army of men ami women teachers 

now en aged in the laborious 
task of educating the deaf, for the 
Stan laid of average merit in educa- 
tion at the pupil's admission will 

have been raised mote nearly to 

that of normal ones.
